Toall which, and the other Faéts therein fet forth, he 
pleaded Not Guilty, and put himfelf upon ‘Trial. 
Then, after Pleadings by his Majetty’s Advocate and 
Solicitor, Mr. Hugh Murray-Kinnynmount, and Mr. 
Patrick Haldane, on the Part of the Indiétment ; and 
by Mr. Alexander Lockheart, Mr. Henry Home, and 
Mr. James Gyaham of Dougalftoun, upon the Rele- 
vancy and Exculpation, Parties were appointed to give 
in Informations, for the Indiétment on Friday next, 
and for the Pannel this Day fe’nnight ; and adjourn’d 
to Friday fe’nnight.
